Alfalfa. 


This very desirable crop can be, 
and should be, grown on every farm | 
in the county. ° 

Why So Desirable? 

If we let the feed value of timothy 
be represented by the number 3, then 
the feed value of clover must be rep- 
resented by 7, and that of alfalfa by 
11. 

Why take 8, of a good thing when! 
you can have 11? | 

In this region we cut alfalfa twice, 
a year, and timothy once. 

Alfalfa, well gstablished, endures 
more years than timothy or clover. 

Frequently, an alfalfa meadow 
is better in its third, fourth and fifth 
years then in its first or second. 

Timothy is not a legume; hence, 
does not store the precious nitrogen 
in the soil. 

Alfalfa is a legume; has nodules 
on the roots, the home of bacteria 
which “fix” or hold in the soil nitro- 
gen gathered by the plant from the 
practically inexhaustible supply in 
-he air. 


Farming without the proper supply 


‘{of nitrogen in the soil is not possinie. 


One class of unthinking farmers 
try to go without it, and grow poor 
er and poorer. : 

Another foolish class buy it. 

A real farmer gets it-from decay 
of organic matter (green manures, 
ete.) and by growing legumes (cio- 
ver, alfalfa, soy beans, vetch) which 
gather it from the air, and on whose 
rgots thé nodules furnish homes for 
nitrogen-fixing bacteria. 

Alfalfa has a wider use than has 
timothy. 

The leaves are splendid for hens in 
the winter. The ration of brood 
sows, in the winter, can be compose: 
quite Jargely of alfalfa. A bulletin

WILL NOT RECOMMEND PACT 
Four Cabinet Members Will Vote for 


Acceptance When Dall Eireann 
Meets Dec, 14. 
t 


London—The cabinet of the. Dail 
Eireann is definitely split on the 
Question of accepting the peace treaty 
signed by Sinn Fein representatives 
and members of the British Govern- 
ment in London. 

Eamon de Valera, leading the re- 
volt of the extremists against the 
treaty, has declared the terms of the 
agreement “in violent conflict to the 
wishes of the majority of the Irish 
nation as expressed freely in succes- 
sive elections for the past three years. 

De Valera, in a statement issued 
after an intense inter-cabinet strug- 
&le, declared that he must refuse to 
recommend the treaty for acceptance 
by the Daiji Eireann. In his etand 
he was supported by Cathal Baugh 
and Austin Stack, ministers of home 
affairs and defense. The remainder 
of the cabinet is said ta have favored 
the treaty. 

“1 feel it my duty to inform you 
immediately that I cannot recom- 
mend acceptance of this treaty,” De 
Valera declared, “either by the Dail 
Eireann or by the country. 

“In this I am supported by the min- 
isters of home affairs and defense. 
A public session of the Dail Eireann 
will be summoned for Dec. 14. 

“I ask the Irish people to maintain 
during the interval the same disci- 
Pline as heretofore. The members of 
the cabinet, though of divided opinion, 
are prepared to carry on the public 
service as usual. The army as such 
is, of course, upaffected by the politi- 
cal situation and continues under the 
same orders. 

“The great. test of our people has 
come. Let us meet it worthily, with- 
out bitterness, and above all, without 
recriminations,” 

Arthur Griffith, vice-president and 
founder of the Sinn Fen and head of 
the Irish delegation which signed the 
peace treaty at London, giving Ire- 
Jand the same status as Canada, has 
issued a statement supporting the 
treaty aud urging its adoption.

We are warned that 
we must have adequate naval and 
gir forces, We must have adequate 
reserves, Yet in spite of these warn- 
{ngs, the paid personnel of the naval 
reserve force has shrunk in the last 
few weeks from 230,000 to nothing. 
The naval reserye, in which hun- 
dreds of thousands served faithfully 
and valiantly during the war, has prac- 
tically been abolished by congress, 
which failed to appropriate enough 
money to pay the meager — retainer 
fees of personnel, The Navy depart- 
ment, asserting {t had no alternative, 
discontinued the. paid reserve. Alk 
members were disenrolled, having only 
an opportunity to join class 6 of the 
reserve, a class in which. personnel: is 
not paid, no matter how much time 
may be devoted to drills and = ma- 
neuvers, 

Thousands of reserve sailors went 
on cruises this summer at navy ex- 
pense, recelving only navy pay and 
training, which !s more valuable to 
the navy than to the reserves. To 
disenrol] these men is to waste their 
summer's work, yet they have been 
disenrolled. : 

Toward the close of the World war, 
thousands of men joined the naval re- 
serve who were trained after the Arm- 
{istice. All that tra{ning’ seems lost 
to the navy. Many reserves recently 
“shipped over’ after expiration of 
thelr enrollment. Good intentions have 
not been considered. 

The navy appreciates the reserve 
force, The reserves appreciate that 
the navy needs them, Only congress 
seems unaware that there is in time 
of war a need for trained satlors out- 
side Our permanent forces —American 
Legion Weekly.

Hope Rests in Disarmament Con- 
ference, President Asserts in - 
Message to Congress. 


HELP IN WORLD RESTORATION 


United States Will Assist in Restoring 
Stable Order and Normai Relatlon- 
ship—Enactment of Tariff and 
Foreign Debt Refunding 
Bills Urged. 


Washington.—President Harding tn- 
formed congress in his first annual 


“message that “a most gratifying wurid 


accumpHshment” by the arins confer- 
ence ‘4g not fimprebable.” 

The President's message, delivered 
{no person, is in part as follows: 


Mr. Speaker and Members of the Con- 
gress: It is a very gratifying privilege 
to appear before the congress with the 
republic at peace with all the nations of 
the world. More, it is equally gratifying 
to report that our country is not unly free 
from every impending menace of war, but 
there are growing assurances of the per- 
manency of the peace which we so deeply 
cherish. 

For approximately ten years we have 
dwelt amid meéenaces of wars, of as pur- 
ticipants In war's actuallies, and the in- 
evitable aftermath, with its disordered 
conditions, has added to the difficulties of 
government which adequately cannot be 
appraised except by thusge who are in im- 
mediate contact and know the responsi- 
bilities. Our task would be less difficult 
if we had only ourselves to vonsider, but 
go much of the world was involved, the 
disordered conditions are su well nigh uni- 
versal, even among nations not engaged 
in actual warfare, that no permanent re- 
adjustment can be effected without con- 
sideration of our inescapable relationship 
to world affairs In finance and trade. in- 
deed, we should be unworthy of our best 
traditions ff we were unmindful of social, 
moral and politival conditions which are 


“not of direct concern to us. but which do 


appeal to the human sympathies and tn- 
terest of a people blessed with our na- 
tional good fortune. 

Need for Restaration of World. 

It is not my purpose to bring to yuu a 
program of wortd restoration. In the 
main, such a programm must be worked 
out by the nations more directly con- 
cerned. They must themselves turn to 
the heroic remedies for the menacing con- 
ditions under which they are struggling; 
then we can help, and we mean to help. 
‘We shall do so unselfishly, because 
there is compensation in consciousness 
of assisting, selfishly because the com- 
merce and International exchanges in 
trade, which marked our high tide of for- 
tunate advancement, are possible only 
when the nations of all continents are re- 
stored to stable order and normal re- 
lattonships. 

In the main, the contribution of this 
republic to restored normalcy in the 
world must come through the initlative 
of the executive branch of the govern- 
ment, but the best of intentions and most 
carefully considered purposes would fail 
utterly if the sanction and the co-opera- 
tion of the congress were not heartily 
accorded. 

lam very sure we shall have no con- 
flict of opinion ahout constitutional duties 
or authority. During the anxilettes of 
war, when necessities seemed compelling, 
there were excessive grants of authority 
and an extraordinary cuncentration of 
powers In the Chief Executive. The re- 
peal of wartime legisiation and the auto- 
matic expirations which attend the peate 
Proclamations have put an end to those 
emergency excesses, but I have the wish 
to go further than that. 1 want to join 
you in restoring, in the most cordial way. 
the spirit of cv-ordination and co-opera- 
tion and that mutuality of confidence and 
respect which is necessary in representa- 
tive populer government. 

Harmony Imperative Need. 


Incroachment upon the functions of 
conuress or attempted dictation of its 
policy are not to be thought of, much less 
attempted, but there i¢ an Insistent call 
for harmony of purpuse and accord of 
action to speed the solution of the aiffi- 
cult problems confronting both the legis- 
lative and executive branches of the gov- 
ernment. 

it would be ungracious to withhold 
acknowledgment of the reaily large 
Volume and exeeallent quality of work 
accomplished by the extraordinary ses- 
sion oof congress which soo recently 
adjourned To am not unmindful of 
the very difficuit tasks with which you 
were ‘called to deal, and no one can 
ignore the insistent coaditions which, 
during recent years have called for 
the continued and almost exclusive 
attention of your membership to pub- 


lic work. It would suggest Insincer- 
ity if F expressed compirte 

with every expressian  reeorded in} 
your roll ¢alis, but we are all agreed 
about the difficulties and the inevit- 
able divergence of opinion in seeking 
be content with the bijiion dollar 
adjustment of the burdens of ta 
tion, Later on, when other problems 
are solved, I shall make some rec- 
ommendations about) renewed eonsid- 
eration of our tax progress, but for 
the immediate UWme before us we must 
be content with the bitlfon delar re- 
duction in the draft upon the people, 
and diminished irritations, banished 


uncertainty and bnproved methods of 
collection. Ry your sustainment of 
the rigid econamies already Inaugur- 
ated. with hoped-for extension of 
these ecanomies and added efficiencies 


tn admtinistration. [ belleve further 
reductions may he enacted and hin- 
dering burdens aboltshed 


In these urgent economies we shall be 
tmmensely assisted by the budget system 
for which you made provision in the ex- 
traordinary session. ‘The first budget is 
before you. Its preparation is a signal 
achlevement, and the perfection of the 
system, a thing impossible in the few 
months available for ite inttlal trial, will 
mark Its enactment as the beginning of 
the greatest reformation tn governmental 
practices since the beginning of the re- 
public. 

As to. Foreign Loans. 

There 1s pending a grant of authority 
to the administrative branch of the gov- 
ernment for the funding and settlement 
ef our vast forelgn loans, growing out 
of our grant of wr credits. With the 
hands of the executive branch hetd@ im- 
potent to deal with there debts, we are 
hindering urgent readjustments among Our 
debtors and accomphshing nothing for 
ourselves, 1 think tt ta fair for tne con- 
gvesa to assume that the executive 
oranch of the government would adopt no 
major policy in dealing with (hese mat- 
tera which would conflict with the purpose 
of congress in authorizing the loans, cer- 
tainly not without asking congressional 
aperoval, but there are minor problems 
Incident to prudent loan transactions and 


the safeguarding of our interests which 
cannot even. be attempted without. this 
@lithorization. It will be helpful to our- 
selves and it will improve conditions 
among our debtors. if funding and the set- 
tlement of defaulted Interest may be ne- 


gotiated. wos 
Merchant Marine, 


The previous congress, deeply concerned 
in behaif of our merchant marine, in 
192 enacted the existing shipping lawa, 
designed for the upbutiding of the Amer- 
iean merchant marine. Among other 
things provided to encourage our ship- 
ping on the world’s’ seas, the executive 
was directed to give notice of the’ teriii- 
nation of all existing commercial treaties 
in order to admit of reduced dutivs on 
imports carried in American bottoms. 
During the life of the act no execullve 
has complied with this order of the con- 
uress. When the present admiuistration 
came inta responaslbillty, it began au early 
inquiry into the ftallure to execuls the 
expressed purpose of the Jones act. Only 
one conclusion has been possitle. Iranuk- 
ly, members of huuse and senate, eager 
ag I am to join you fn the making of wn 
American merchant marine commensurate 
with our commerce, the denouncement of 
our conumercial treaties would invulve us 
in a chaos of trade relauonships and add 
Indescribably to the confuston of the ul- 
ready disordered cormmercial world. 

Our power to do sv is not disputed, but 
power and ships, without comity of re- 
lationship, will not give us the expanded 
trade which 1s inseparably linked with a 
reat merchant marine. Moreover, the 
applied reduction of duty, for which the 
treaty denouncements were necessary, en- 
couraged only the carrying of duuable 
finpurts to our shores, while the lonnage 
which unfuris our Nag on the seas Is buth 
free and dutiable, and the cargues which 
make a nation eminent in trade are out- 
geing rather than ineoining 

It is not my thought to lay the problem 
in detall before you today. It ls desired 
only to say to you that the executive 
branch of the government, untuftuenced 
by whe protest of ‘any nation, fur none 
has been made, is well convinced that 
your proposal, highly intended and heart- 
ily supported here, is so fraught with dif- 
ficulties and so marked by tendencles to 
discourage trade expunsion that | invite 
your tolerance of non-compliance for a 
very few weeks until a plan may be pre- 
sented which contemplated no greater 
draft upon the public treasury and which, 
though yet too crude to offer it today, 
gives such promise of expanding our mer- 
chant marine that {ft will argue sts own 
approval. It Is enough to say today that 


we are 80 possessed of ships, and the 
‘American intention to estavlish a omer- 
chant marine {ts so unalterable, that a 


plan of reimbursement, at no other cost 
than is contemplated in the existing act, 
Will appeal to the pride and encourage 
the hope of all the Amertcan peuple. 


Need of Tariff Legislation, 


There is before you the curmpletion of 
the enactment of what has been termed a 
“permanent” tari Jaw, the word ‘‘per- 
Manent"” being Used to distinguish jt frum 
the emergency act which is the law to- 
day. { cannot luo strongly urge an early 
completion of this necessary legislation. 
It Is needed to stabilize our Industry at 
home; itis essential to make more definite 
our trade relations abroad. More, it ts 
vital to the preservation of many of our 
own industries which contribute so nota- 
bly to the very Ufe blood of our nation. 

There is now, and there always will be, 
a@ storm of conflicting opinion about any 
tariff revision. We can not go far wrong 
when we base our tariffs on the policy of 
preserving the productive actlvitles which 
enhance employment and add to our na- 
tonal prosperity. 


Must Be Exchange of Trade, 


Again comes the reminder that we 
must not be unmindful of world condl- 
tions, that peoples are struggling for in- 
dustrial rehabilitatlon and that we can 
not dwell in industrial and commercial ex- 
clusion and at the same time do the just 
thing in aiding world reconstruction and 
readjustment. We do not seek,a selfish 
aloofness, and we could not profit by it, 
were it possible. We recognize the ne- 
cessity of buying wherever we sell, and 
the permanency of trade lies in its acvept- 
able exchanges. We cannot sell to others 
who do not produce, nor can we buy un- 
legs we produce at home. 

Every contemplation magnifies the difti- 
culty of tariff legisiatian,- but the neces- 
sity of the revision Ia magnified with It 
Doubtless we are justified tn eveking a 
more flexible policy than we have pro- 
vided heretofore. I hope a way wilk be 
found to make for flexibflity and etas- 
ticlty, Bo that rates may be adjusted to 
meet unusual and changing conditions 
which cannot be accurately anticipated. 
1 know of no manner in which to effect 
this flexibility other than the extension 
of the powers of the tariff commission, 
so that it can adapt itself to a scientinc 
and wholly just administration of the 
law. 

Early Determination Needed. 

I am sure about puble opinion favoring 
the early determination of our tariff 
policy. There have been reassuring 
signs of a business revival) from the deep 
siump which al! the world has been ex- 
periencing. Our unemployment. which 
fave us grave concern only a few weeks 
ago. has grown encouragingly Jess, and 
now assurances and renewed confldence 
will attend the congressional declaration 
that American industry will be held se- 
cure. 

Something more than tariff protection 
Is required by American agciculture. Ta 
the farmer has come (he earlter and the

accordingly. The grain-mtlilng and 
meat-packing industries offer ample 
jilustration, and the attending concen- 
tration is readily apparent. The men- 
aces in concentration are noe Jimited 
to the retarding influences on agricul- 
ture. Manifestly the conditions and 
terms of railway transportation ought 
not to be permitted to increase thts un- 
desirable tendpncy. We have a just 
pride in our great cities, but we shall 
find a greater pride in the nation 
which has a larger distribution of its 
population intb the conntry; where 
comprratively self-suficlent smaller 
cammunities may plant agricultural 
and manufacturing Interests in har- 
monious helpfulnese and = enhanced 
good fortune, Buch a movement con- 
templates no destruction of things 
wrought, of investments made or 
wealth involved. It only looks to a

judicial tribunals for the considera- 
thon and determination of all disputes 
which menace the public welfare. 

Holds Strike Out of Place, 

Tn an s{ndustrial soclety such as ours’ 
the strike. the lockout and the boy- 
cott are as much out of piace and as 
disastrous in their results as !3 war or’ 
armed revolution $n the domain of pol- 
ities. The same disposition to reason-, 
ableness, to concliiiation. to recogni-: 
tion of the other aide's polnt of view, 
the same provisinn of fair and recog-' 
nized tribunals and processes ought to 
make ft possible to solve the one set 
of questions as easily as the other, 
I belleve the sontution la possible. 

After each war, until the last. the 
government has been able to xtve!

Contemplating the tnevitable and de- 
sirable increase of populaton, there {s° 
another phase of reclamation full worthy 
of consideration, There are 79,900,000 acres 
of swamp and cut-over lands which 
may be reclaimed and made as valuable 
as any farm lands we possess, These 
acres are largely located tu gouthern 
states. and the greater proportion Se 
owned by the states or by private citl 
zens. Congress has a report of the sur- 
vey of this field for reclamation, and the 
feasibility is established f gladly recam- 
mend federal aid, by way of advances 
where state and private partetpation ts 
assured. 

Homemaking 1s one of greater benefits 
which government can best own. Meas- 
urea are pending embodying thlg sound 
policy to Which we may well adhere It 
ig eusily possible to make available per- 


manent homes whieh whl provide, in 
turn, for prosperous Americiun families 
without {njurious competition with estab- 


lished activities or tmpositon on 
already acquired. 

There are a full score of topics con- 
cerning Which tt would be becoming 
to address you, and on which J hope 
to make a report at a later time I 
have alluded te the things requiring 
your earlier attention Hlowever, 
cannot end this limited address with- 
out a suggested amendment to the op- 
ganic law. 

Opposes Nontaxable Bonds. 

Many of us belong 10 that school of 
thought which is hesitant about alter- 
Ine the fundamental flaw. I think our 
(ax problems, the tendency of wealth 
to seek nontaxable investment, and 
the menacing increases of public debt, 
federal, state and munictpal, all Justi- 
fy a proposal to change the Constitu- 
tion so as to end the issue of nontax- 
able bonds.. No actinn can change the 
status of the many biliions outstand- 
ing but we can guard against future: 
encouragement of capttal's paralysis, 
while a halt tn the growth of public 
indehtedness would be beneficial 
throughout our whole land. 

Such a change-In the Constitution must 
be very thoroughly considcred before sub- 
mission. IT suggest the consideration be- 
cause the drift of wealth tnto pontaxable 
securities Is hindering the flow of large 
capital to our industry, manufacturing, 
agricultural and carrying, until we are 
discouraging the very activities which 
make our wealth, 

Agrecable to your expressed desire and 
in complete accord with the purposes of 
the executive branches of the govern- 
ment, thers is in Washington, as you 
happily know, an international confer-: 
ence, most exrnestly rat work on plans for 
the limitation of armaments and a naval 
holiday and the fust settlement of prob- 
lems which might develop tuto causes of 
international disagreement. 

It is easy to believe a werld hope ta 
centered on this capital city. A most 
gratifying world accomplishment is not 
improbable.
